.The  Housing  Area  Improvement  Scheme  for  17  houses  at 
Pound  Road  has  been  carried  out  and  the  method  adopted  of  adding 
a  prefabricated  bathroom  has  been  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Improvements  are  also  in  hand  to  eight  bungalows  at  Ashley 
Common  Road,  Ashley. 

The  Area  Improvement  Scheme  for  100  houses  at  Tithe  Barn 
and  Shrubbs  Avenue  has  been  held  up  owing  to  difficulties  in 
connection  with  the  type  of  heating  installation.  It  is  proposed 
to  carry  out  a  show  house  as  early  as  possible  and  on  the  basis, 
cf  this  to  obtain  fresh  tenders  for  the  main  scheme. 

There  are  a  number  of  other  areas  which  are  overdue  for 
improvement  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  schemes  will  be  implemented. 

A  large  number  of  houses  require  re-wiring  and  schemes  for 
this  have  been  prepared  where  it  is  proposed  to  let  wiring  contracts 
only  where  other  improvements  are  not  required.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  -  WATER  SUPPLY 


99  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

The  samples  are  taken  at  various  premises  in  the  Borough, 
usually  from  a  dwelling  house. 

DR AH  I  AGE  ALP  SEWERAGE 

The  Riverside  Sewage  Scheme  has  now  been  completed,  and  is 

working  sat i sf ac t or i ly . 

The  Wainsford  Scheme  which  is  the  only  other  major  scheme  to 
be  carried  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that 
finance  will  be  available  for  this  to  be  implemented  at  an  early  date. 

It  is  essential  that  this  scheme  should  be  implemented,  the  conditions 
at  Ashley  Pumping  Station  which  the  scheme  is  designed  to  relieve  have 
further  deteriorated  and  in  spite  of  a  new  pump  the  quantities  of  sewage 
discharging  to  the  stream  in  wet  weather  are  considerable. 

There  are  a  number  of  small  sewage  schemes  which  merit  future 

consideration: 

Ridgeway  Lane 
Lower  Pennington 
Bashley 

Oakwcod  Avenue  and  Call  Lane  area 

Surface  water  schemes  are  being  carried  out  in  connection  with 
development  at  Barnes  Lane  and  Milford  House. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  has  been  able  to  maintain  their  normal  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  arrangements  throughout  the  year.  Owing  to  labour  difficulties 
in  the  New  Forest  R.D.C.  the  collection  of  refuse  in  Brockenhurst ,  Sway 
and  Boldre  has  been  undertaken  with  a  Lymington  crew. 
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There  has  been  a  local  anti-litter  campaign  which  the 
Council  have  supported  and  in  view  of  the  difficulties  of 
obtaining  labour,  help  by  the  public  in  keeping  open  spaces 
and  streets  tidy  is  most  welcome.  There  is  a  case  for  the 
provision  of  improved  types  of  litter  receptacles  especially 
in  the  more  heavily  used  areas  and  some  consideration  has  been 
given  to  this. 

Labour  shortage  has  tended  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  street 
sweeping  and  it  is  essential  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view 
that  this  should  be  maintained.

In  only  one  case  were  coliform  organisms 
found  and  this  was  of  minor  significance. 

A  close  watch  was  kept  on  treatment  carried  out,  as  requested 
by  the  County  Authorities  in  the  case  of  controlled  schools  and 
checks  of  the  pH  and  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  oaths  were 
made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Of  the  103  pasteurised  milk  samples  taken,  3  failed  the  methylene 
blue  test:  3  failed  the  phosphatase  test.  Notice  under  Section  44  (?) 
(a)  of  the  Food  ana  Drugs  Act,  1935?  was  served  on  the  dairy  concerned. 
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14  batches  of  milk  bottles  were  tested  for  cleanliness  following 
machine  washing.  8  were  satisfactory.  The  6  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  subsequent  to  a  new  bottle  washing  plant  being  installed. 

There  are  23  milk  producers  in  the  Borough.  No  "Untreated"  milk 
is  sold  within  the  Borough  although  one  farmer  holds  a  retailing  licence.

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  sited  in 
Sky  End  Lane,  riordle.  These  premises  have  been  maintained  in  a 

satisfactory  condition. 

100 %  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  has  been  possible  since 
the  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  I963.  Meat  inspection 
duties  are  carried  out  on  a  rota  basis  by  Mr.  Tomkins,  Mr.  Stcpher  and 
Mr.  Fleming. 

Under  these  Regulations  the  charges  recoverable  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  meat  inspection  are: 

18 p  per  bovine  animal  (other  than  calf) 

5p  per  calf  or  pig 
4p  per  sheep  or  larnb 

A  total  of  433  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  in  connection 
with  meat  inspection.

Nine  accidents ‘were  reported  during  the  year,  eight  of 
these  were  investigated. 

1.  A  wages  clerk  knocked  his  knee  on  a  desk  as  he  was  sitting 
down.  No  action  was  required. 


2.  A  shop  worker  fell  over  a  piece  of  protruding  wire  from  a 
pallet  whilst  carrying  stock  in  a  warehouse.  Recommendation 
to  carry  out  regular  checking  of  the  condition  of  pallets. 

3.  Shop  assistant  slipped  and  fell  over  whilst  walking  from  the 
shop  into  the  stockroom.  No  action  was  required. 

4.  A  shop  assistant  fell  from  steps  whilst  reaching  to  an  upper 
shelf  and  obtained  a  fractured  wrist.  There  were  no  defects 
but  it  was  ascertained  that  the  person  concerned  was  over  63 
years  and  therefore  perhaps  not  as  agile  as  a  younger  person. 
No  action  was  required. 
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3.  A  nursery  worker  twisted  his  back  whilst  operating  a 

ventilator  control.  Control  could  be  operated  satisfactorily. 

No  action  was  required. 

6.  A  cashier  fell  over  a  cleaning  machine  left  in  a  corridor 
and  sustained  a  bruised  neck,  legs  and  thigh.  Letter  sent 
drawing  attention  to  the  existing  bad  practice  of  leaving 
objects  in  a  passageway.  No  formal  action  taken. 

7.  An  office  worker  was  struck  on  .the  head  by  a  piece  of  equipment 
stored  on  top  of  a  filing  cabinet  which  fell  when  attempting  to 
move  the  cabinet.  Letter  sent  to  Company  concerned  regarding  th 
discontinuance  of  storing  equipment  on  top  of  tall  (7*6") 
cabinets.  No  formal  action  taken. 

8.  Waitress  slipped  on  some  steos  whilst  carrying  a  tray  of  empty 
plates  in  an  hotel.  She  sustained  a  fractured  lower  leg. 
Investigation  showed  the  surface  of  the  steps  to  be  in  good 
condition,  of  adequate  dimensions  and  the  lighting  in  the  area 
satisfactory.  No  action  was  taken.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 

BY  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


The  population  statistics  which  formed  the  basis  of  previous 
Annual  Reports  are  not  available  at  the  time  of  preparation  of  this 
report  and  other  details  are  difficult  or  impossible  to  produce  owing 
to  the  pressures  of  reorganisation  and  the  dispersal  of  staff.  None 
the  less  it  seemed  of  interest,  if  not  of  value,  to  review  some  of 
the  changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  District  over  40  years  and 
accordingly  I  have  extracted  from  some  past  Annual  Reports  figures 
which  illustrate  the  growth  of  the  town.  Even  in  the  early  years 
deaths  exceeded  births  and  the  enormous  rise  in  our  population  must 
have  resulted  over  the  years  almost  entirely  from  immigration.  1 
reproduce  figures  called  from  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  1932  when  the  district  was  first  formed,  from  the  reports 
of  1958,  my  first  year  with  your  Borough,  and  of  1972,  the  last  year 
for  which  complete  figures  are  available.

The  picture  is  one.  of  progressive  and  rapid  growth  and  expansion. 
Births  have  tended  to  be  consistently  lower  than  deaths  except  in  the 
immediate  post  war  years  and  therefore  almost  all  our  rise  in  population 
has  been  by  immigration,  largely  of  people  who  came  here  to  retire. 

The  result  has  been  that  the  District  now  contains  the  highest  propor¬ 
tion  of  persons  over  the  age  of  in  Hampshire.  This  presents  serious 
problems  for  the  medical  and  oocial  Services  and  with  no  likelihood 
that  the  situation  will  improve. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  area  has  produced  problems  in  other 
directions,  notably  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

The  old  system  became  grossly  overloaded  and  overflows  occurred  into 
watercourses  and  the  harbour. 
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The  works  at  Barton  were  reconstructed  and  new  sewers  were  laid 
in  Lymington  Town  with  a  new  outfall  at  Pennington.  A  further  large 
scheme  is  planned  to  improve  drainage  in  the  New  Hilton  area  and  release 
further  land  for  development.  i?his  is  ur  ei  tly  n<  it 

hoped  that  financial  controls  will  not  unduly  delay  it.  The  Borough 
still  discharges  much  of  its  sewage  untreated,  though  roughly  screened, 
into  the  sea.  This  practice  is  no  longer  acceptable  in  confined  coastal 
waters  and  the  provision  of  full  treatment  works  is  increasingly 
desirable  on  amenity  grounds  if  for  no  other  reason. 


Lymington  derives  its  excellent  water  supply  from  two  sources; 
the  old  town  of  Lymington  has  had  a  water  supply  owned, and  operated  by 
the  Corporation  since  1384  (History  of  Lymington  -  Jones).  The  original 
supply,  St.  John's  well  at  /impress,  was  a  shallow  well  which  was  apparently 
never  entirely  satisfactory  but  an  artesian  bore  was  sunk  at  Ampress  in 
1908  and  this  and  subsequent  bores  in  later  years  extending  down  to  nearly 
400  feet  in  depth  are  the  source  of  the  Town  Supply  up  to  the  present  time. 
The  remainder  of  the  District  is  served  by  the  mains  of  the  West  Hampshire 
Water  Company  whose  works  are  in  Christchurch  where  water  is  drawn  from 
the  River  Avon.  At  one  time  the  Town  supply  had  a  surplus  which  could  be 
sold  to  the  Water  Co.  but  with  ever  increasing  demand  the  position  was 
reversed  and  by  1967  the  Town  supply  had  to  be  increasingly  supplemented 
by  water  from  the  water  Company  during  the  summer  months.  Eventually 
discussions  took  place  with  a  view  to  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  under¬ 
takings  and  the  West  Hants.  Water  Co.  finally  took  over  in  1972. 

(pound  1  housing  has  always  been  a  particular  problem  in  an  area 
like  this  with  a  high  immigrant  population  prepared  to  build  or  purchase 
houses  often  at  inflated  prices.  The  less  well  paid  are  forced  to  seek 
Council  accommodation  and  Council  house  waiting  lists  remain  lengthy  in 
spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  housing  authority.  The  waiting  list  in  1958 
v/as  395  and  it  has  risen  steadily  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the  Council 
to  988  in  1972.  During  that  period  the  Council  made  available  some  940 
units  of  accommodation  of  which  100  we re  absorbed  by  the  tenants  of  the 
100  pre-fabs  which  were  demolished.  In  the  same  period  about  5*500 
private  houses  were  built.  With  the  present  cost  of  land  the  problem 
seems  far  from  solution  and  yet  lack  of  suitable  housing  causes  more 
distress  than  most  other  family  troubles.  We  already  have  a  population 
which  is  heavily  overweighted  with  the  aged  and  there  is  little  to 
encourage  young  people  to  stay  in  the  area. 


One  of  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  post  war  period  in  the 
public  health  field  has  been  the  dramatic  fall  in  the  incidence  of  the 
commoner  infectious  diseases,  partly  under  the  influence  of  the  newer 
treatments,  e.g.  antibiotics,  but  principally  as  the  result  of  immunisation. 
Diphtheria  immunisation  commenced  before  the  war  and  has  continued  ever 
since.  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  was  introduced  in  Hampshire  in  1954, 
followed  by  poliomyelitis  immunisation  in  1958 ,  measles  vaccination  in 
1968  and  rubella  in  1970.  Nationally  the  results  have  been  spectacular  - 
in  the  case  of  diphtheria  there  were,  in  England  and  Wales ,  47*000  cases 
with  2,000  deaths  in  1959  whereas  in  1972  there  were  five  cases  and  no 
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deaths.  Poliomyelitis  presents  a  similar  picture  with  7? 776 
cases  and  707  deaths  in  19^7  -  four  cases  and  no  deaths  in  1972. 
Whooping  Cough,  about  v/hich  there  has  been  recent  controversy 
caused  1279  deaths  in  1939  ~  but  only  two  in  1972.  Immunisation 
has  a  double  advantage  --  it  not  only  protects  the  child  who  is 
vaccinated  but  it  thereby  reduces  the  volume  of  circulating  infection 
and  so  protects  non-immune  members  of  the  community.  The  minute 
incidence  of  complications  following  immunisation  has  to  be  weighed 
against  the  benefits  to  the  community  as  a  whole. 

Lymington,  of  course,  has  benefited  from  the  persistent 
efforts  which  have  been  made  to  promote  immunisation  and  notifiable 
disease  has  been  at  a  very  low  level  in  recent  years. 


The  Council  is  all  too  familiar  with  my  annual  comments  on  the 
harmful  effects  of  smoking.  The  subject  was  first  mentioned  in  the 
1939  Report,  stimulated  to  some  extent  by  the  lb  deaths  v/hich  had 
occurred  in  the  Borough  from  lung  cancer  that  year,  but  also  by  the 
rising  clamour  in  public  health  circles.  21,000  lung  cancer  deaths 
had  occurred  in  England  and  ’.vales  that  year,  nearly  double  the  figure 
of  10  years  previously.  The  national  total  has  now  risen  to  over 
32,000  per  annum.  This  progressive  rise  can  be  seen  even  in  this 
small  Borough  where  there  were  b2  lung  cancer  deaths  in  the  five 
years  from  195b  to  1962  rising  to  143  deaths  in  the  period  from 
196b  to  1972.  Add  to  this  the  increased  risks  of  dying  from  coronary 
heart  disease  and  bronchitis  and  you  may  feel  that  smokers  are 
courageous,  if  not  foolhardy. 

I  count  myself  privileged  to  have  worked  in  this  delightful 
Borough  for  nearly  sixteen  years  and  I  for  one  am  sorry  to  see  it 
lose  its  separate  identity.  Curing  the  whole  of  the  time  no  major 
public  health  disaster  has  occurred  but  the  work  has  never  lacked 
interest  and  satisfaction.  I  have  been  singularly  fortunate  to  have 
had  as  my  colleagues  a  group  of  excellent  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  a  conscientious  office  staff  with  whom  it  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  work.  I  recall  with  affection  the  eight  years  I  worked  with 
Kr.  Raw,  the  previous  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  ray  feelings 
for  Mr.  Jenkins  are  equally  warm.  I  congratulate  him  on  his  v/ell 
merited  new  appointment  and  wish  him  well  in  the  enlarged  responsibilitie 
that  he  is  undertaking.  I  wish  also  to  pay  my  tribute  to  the  other 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  with  whom  I  have  enjoyed  the  most  friendly 
relations  and  whose  advice  I  have  greatly  valued.  Finally  I  would  thank 
Mayors  and  Members  of  the  Council,  both  past  and  present,  smokers  and 
non-smokers  alike,  for  their  support  and.  consideration  over  the  years 
and  for  the  way  that  they  have  put  up  with  my  constant  nagging  in  at 
least  one  direction.
